Discussions Continue 
WASHINGTON — (IP)— The Japan- 


ese ambassador talked for 2 hours 
incl 45 minutes with Secretary Hull 
Tuesday and told reporters afterwards 
.hat he was still hopeful of reaching 
an understanding on Japanese-Amer- 
ican difficulties. 


Ambassador Nomura voiced an op- 


tomistic view before the conference 
began and when he and special en- 
voy Kurusu emerged from Hull's of- 
fice his first positive statement was 
a repitition of this confidence that 
"prospects are hopeful," 


When asked by a reporter if ho still 


thought he would get that touch- 
down, Kurusu replied: 'I don't know.' 


When another mentioned the un- 


usual length of the conference Tues- 
day Nomaru retarded with a laugh, 
"That is because I can't understand 
English." 


Later :il a press conference Hull said 


he expected to meet the Japanese 
again Wednesday but declined to say 
whether a satisfactory agreement had 
been reached. He explained that the 
conservations had not yet reached the 
stage where a basis for a general 
understanding could be discussed. 


Asked if the Japanese proposed any 


general formula for a settlement of tho 
Far East question, Hull replied that 
he was not in a position to say any- 
thing on the subject without run- 
ning the risk of being misunder- 
stood. 


He summed up the description as 


a discussion of matters of u general 
consideration rather than particular 
application.

WASHINGTON—(K>j—Disorders, in- 


cluding the shooting of two men, broke 
out at strike affected Captive coal 
mines in West Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania Tuesday as President Roose- 
velt was reported ready to exert" the 
full powers of the government to get 
production to resume.

for the carrying capacity of pastures, 
as well as hay yields, to be doubled 
from the use of phosphate fertilizers. 
Some of the yield increases were 
even higher, and a few were lower, in- 
dicating that the phosphate deficiency 
in the state's soils vary. 


A study conducted by the College of 


Agriculture on its Cotton Branch Ex- 
periment Station showed that, during 
a 5-year period, grazing beef cattle 
made average annual net gain of 557 
pounds on pastures treated with 20 
per cent superphosphate. During the 
first year of the experiment one ton 
of lime was applied to the pasture, and 
during each of the following 4 years 
140 pounds of 20 per cent superphos- 
phate was applied. 


Twelve more days in 1941 are avail- 


able for larmers in Hempstead County 
to earn any soil building allowance 
under ihe AAA. At least every third 
farmer of the 3210 with AAA con- 
tracts or 1070 farmers have sufficient 
allowance to secure a 12 ton load of 
lime delivered at no cost that will be 
lost as far as their farms are con- 
cerned on November 29 if action is 
not taken at once. Every farmer 
knows fairly well where he stands 
in the need for lime and close to 
his unearned allowance. Several do 
not have sufficient allowance left for 
lime but can secure one or more sacks 
of superphosphate. Any farmer in- 
terested in securing lime or phosphate 
on his unearned allowance for pas- 
ture development contact Oliver L. 
Adams, county agent or AAA office 
at once. Takes a few days for lime 
delivery.

Behind Scenes 
on Neutrality 


Interesting Move- 
ment May Have Far- 
reaching Effect 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON-Behind the scenes 


n congressional debate on revision 
of the ncutrnlity bill, an interesting 
little movement developed which may 
dave far-reaching effect. 


The most effective way of getting 


things accomplished in our form of 
government is by a bit of horse-trad- 
ing. 
Recently members in both houses 


threw out hints that they would no 
longer string along with the adminis- 
tration on foreign policy and national 
defense unless some things were done 
to straighte nout n 
few domestic 


messes—principally national defense 
strikes ;md non-defense economics. 


Neither Senator Byrd of Virginia 


nor Tyclings of Maryland has been too 
friendly with the administration, but 
both have for the most part, strung 
along and even fought for national 
defense. 
Now they have intimated 


publicly that they will no longer be 
interested in furthering administra- 
tion foreign policy legislation until 
the White House gives the green light 
to measures designed to clean up in- 
ternal affairs. 


In the House, Representative Cox 


of Georgia, strongly in favor of re- 
vising the neutrality act, told the 
rules committee that congress ought 
to run up the stop signal to all such 
legislation until something is done 
about strikes impeding national de- 
fense production. 


These public pronouncements aren't 


the only ones. In the cloakrooms and 
in private office sessions, oilier mem- 
bers of congress iiave stated baldly 
that non-defense economies and some 
form of legislation to curb strikes 
have to be the next order of business. 


There aje 
two othqr 
important 


straws in the wind: (1) "Temporary" 
deferment by the House Ways and 
Means committee of administration's 
new five billion tax bill; and (2) the 
rapidly increasing number of bills to 
curb strikes that are piling up in the 
hoppers in both houses. 


Although deferment of considera- 


tion of new S-1,800,000,000 tax meas- 
ure must be considered "temporary," 
the fact that the committee refused to 
jump into high after both Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau and the Presi- 
dent stamped the bill "for immediate 
action" is considered by observers 
as-most significant. 


In the proposed measure also is that 
11-imporUint provision for withdrawal 
if amounts up to 15 per cent on all 
layrolls, that amount to be checked- 
}ff for payment of income taxes. The 
administration wants this check-off 
o start January 1. Ti get so vast a 
ax bill through congress by that time 
would mean that the Ways and Means 
committee would be working 
like 


nad now if it had any intention of 
getting it ready as per the adminis- 
ration request. 
To list all of the anti-strike and 


strike-curb bills that have been in- 
.roduced in the house and senate and 
explain even in a sentence what they 
<ire would take more than this full 
pace. 


The latest, at this writing, is one 


by Jen. Styles Bridge^, of New 
Hampshire, who, although a Republi- 
can, has given the administration 
whole-hearted support on its defense 
and foreign policy measures. 
Senator 


Bridges, in introducing his bill, called 
on congress "to accept its responsi 
bility and act promptly, without wait 
ing for the President to take the 
initiative." 


Young Senator Ball of Minnesota 


also has a bill before congress pro- 
viding for a "cooling-off period" be- 
fore strike action. Senator O'Daniel 
of Texas has introduced another, fol- 
lowing closely the lines of his state 
measure in Texas. 


Senatro Herring, an administration 


leader in the upper house, is report- 
ed to be drafting still another bill 
that would provide a "cooling off 
period"; federally supervised secret 
ballots on the vile to strike; and an 
"open shop" on all defense projects. 


It is hard to conceive that out of all 


of this some action won't come—and 
soon.
